In the height of his popularity, a 
few of George Washington’s over­ 
zealous but misguided fro nds offer­ 
ed to crown him King of America. 
Patriot that he was. Washington 
scorned the proffer, and

saw one of the greatest republics that 
ever adorned history’« pages rise in 
place of another petty kingdom.

Shall we see his “like again” ? 
Be it remembered that Washington 
was only “offered a crown” ; that, 
too, before his fellow citizens had 
tasted the fruits of liberty or knew 
the power of 
their own 
sovereign 
right of freedom. 
On the 3rd day of November, 1936, 
a hundred and thirty million people 
of the nation Washington fathered 
in effect abdicated their sovereignty 
in favor of a dictator. 
By their exercise of the power of 
sovereignty 
vested 
in 
them, 
they 
placed within the hands of their con­ 
stitutionally designated servant, the 
President, powers greater than those 
enjoyed by any living monarch and 
equaled by few if any in recorded 
history. 
It is in his rower, bv grace of the 
sovereign vet vs, to be the “ Master” 
he promised 
n his iv ent Madison 
Square Garden speech to be after 
his election.

There are those both in congress 
and out who contend that the over­ 
whelming vote for President Roose­ 
velt’s re-election constituted a man­ 
date for immediate action on a num­ 
ber of these highly delicate and dif­ 
ficult questions. There are others 
whose contention is that the great 
vote given President Roosevelt was, 
in fact, a tribute to his personal 
popularity and that it was in no 
way connected with the various 
problems that are now before the 
country in individual capacity. What­ 
ever the answer to these contending 
forces, the fact remains that we 
are due to hear something of them 
on the floors of the house and senate 
in the next few months. 
One of the things about which we 
are hearing many, many words at 
the moment is a proposal for an 
amendment to the Constitution pro­ 
hibiting child labor.

How many 
people are there who recall that 
this amendment has been ratified by 
twenty-four states? Whatever their 
recollection is, it is a fact and it 
remains a fact that to all intents
